Nuclear waste information is being suppressed from an upcoming 
toxic waste symposium, according to CSUS Physics professor Homer 
ibser 


The symposium, scheduled for May 2 and sponsored by the 
Goiden Empire Health Systems Agency and the CSUS Environmental 
Studies Department, wil! feature keynote speakers Dr Barry Com- 
moner and the director of health and safety for the Oil, Chemicai and 
Atomic Workers international Union, Anthony Mazzochi. The 
symposium will also feature workshops on health and safety in the 
workplace, toxic waste dumps, pesticides and herbicides, poisons in 
the water, clean air, toxic spilis and reproductive health hazards 


Ibser, previously scheduled to conduct a nuclear power workshop 
at the symposium, was informed that because of a conflict of interest 
with Mazzochi, his nuclear workshop has been cancelled

Clandestine operations and intelligence agen- 
cies are vital to U.S. national security, G. Gordon 
Liddy told about 1,000 CSUS students and faculty 
members on the South Lawn of the University Union 
Wednesday 

‘Your spies are your country’s eyes and ears, and 
without them you are blind and deaf,” Liddy said 

‘People say espionage is a dirty business and that 
the United States should not be invoived in it,” he 
said. But men and governments have been spying 
since Biblical times, Liddy continued 

‘The CIA and the FBI are not acting in the interest 
of humanity, they are acting for the interest of the 
United States Liddy said US_ intelligence 
operations are not as effective as they had 
previously been, he said “The CIA is pretty much 
gutted 

Liddy did not limit his dicussion to covert ac- 
tivities, however According to Liddy, the United 
States is falling behind the Soviet Union in arms 
production. Liddy cited the Soviet Union's 
development of strategic nuclear missiles and a 
highly sophisticated submarine as evidence of its 
military superiority 

The Romans, | think, put it best If you want 
peace, be prepared for war,” Liddy said. ! 

Discussing various aspects of nis life, Liddy 
inevitably spoke about Watergate anc related 
events. ‘Watergate didn't start in 1972, and | would 
be .. flabbergasted if it stopped in 1972," Liddy said 
said 

According to Liddy, Daniel Elisberg gave the 
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McNamara study, better known as the Pentagon 
Papers, to the New York Times. The papers were 
also given to the Soviet Embassy in Washington by 
an unknown source according to Liddy, who added, 
‘To this day, we don't know who gave it to them.” 

The Odessa Group, a speciai investigations unit, 
later renamed the “Plumbers,” was formed “to stop 
the leak,” Liddy said. He added the operation “was 
authorized at the highest level,” but not by then - 
President Nixon. Liddy contended the leak was a 
genuine national security” threat 

However, the later Watergate break - ins, 
according to Liddy, were ‘strictiy political 
intelligence gethering” and did not represent a 
national security threat 

After the operation failed and five men were ap- 
prehended, the case went to trial in January 1973, 
with Judge John J. Sirica presiding. Of Sirica, Liddy 
said, “It was not his fauit that he was born stupid.” 
Liddy added, “My chief problem with him is that he’s 
a hypocrite 

Liddy was sentenced to 21 and one - half years in 
a Maximum security prison. He served four and one - 
half years in several different facilities. During this 
time, Liddy said his “most powerful weapon” was his 
education. Liddy has a doctorate in law and 
received a superb education.” he said

AS! Senate tables request 
to aid grief-stricken Atlanta

A tragedy which has dominated 
newspaper headlines since July 
1979 confronted the Associated 
Students, Inc Senate Tuesday as it 
tabled a proposa! to donate $100 to 
a relief fund for the victims of the 
Atlanta slayings 

Velma Hall, an unsuccessful 
candidate for ASI senate chair in 
the last election, presented the 
funding request and Arts and 
Sciences Senator Gordon Smith 
supported the proposal 

The money would have been 
donated to a trust fund in Atlanta, 
where 26 biack youths have been 
murdered in the last 21 months 
Another Atlantan, 10 - year - old 
Darron Glass, is officially listed as 
missing 

Smith, speaking in favor of 
donating the $100, said, “I think if it 
was happening here in Sac- 


ramento and we got someone from 
back East giving us $100, then | 
think we would appreciate that as 
awful lot. This is something that 
hits home with every student on 
this campus.” 

Moreover Smith argued that 

$100 is very little money and in the 
long run for ASI it would be very 
good P.R.” 

Noting that the Atlanta killings 
are “as sick and as perverted as 
anything that has occurred in this 
country,” Arts and Sciences 
Senator Greg Nicholas - still 
claimed that sending the donation 
could set a bad precedent for AS! 

Enumerating a number of mass 
murders and natural disasters 
which have occurred recently 
Nicholas said, “My point is 
somebody op this campus or 
everybody on this campus can be 
affected by some tragedy like this 
Are we going to put ourselves in a 
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position as a board to make a 
donation (everytime)?” 

Business Senator Joe Aicala 
strongly opposed sending money 
to Atlanta, saying it was not ASI's 
business to fund charities 


“| just don't see why ASI, as a 
student organization that's sup- 
posed to serve the students of 
CSUS,” Alcala said, “should give 
$100 in charity for this cause i 
think the only thing we should do 
and should get involved in as far as 
this function is concerned is to 
coordinate those _ students 
interested in funding or having 
campaigns or you name it — get- 
ting funds together to send to 
these parents 

“But | think as far as ASI directly 
making a check available to these § 
organizations, | have problems 
with that,” Alcala concluded

Robert White, former U.S. am- 
bassador to El Salvador, accused 
the Reagan administration of us- 
ing “big stick diplomacy and Cold 
War rhetoric” in that war torn 
country and praised the Carter ad- 
ministration for its “intelligent”

White, who lost his job after 
vocally opposing US. military 
intervention in El Salvador, spoke 
before several hundred people in 
Freeborn Hail at UC Davis Mon- 
day, urging the administration to 
economically support agrarian 
reform while attempting to return 
military power to civilians. White 
said the Roman Catholic Church, 
the only remaining institution in 
the fragmented country, could 
bring about negotiations between 
= the government and the leftist fac- 

tions of El Salvador 

& White sharply criticized the 
Reagan administration's “high 
noon” politics in Central America 

; and called Secretary of State Alex- 
aE ander Haig’s assertions of Soviet 
insurgency “wildly off the mark.”

Those who can — do, and those 
who can't — teach, so the saying 
goes 

After assessing the competency 
of the teachers in my past years, | 
think the old saying ought to be 
altered to read: Those who can find 
higher paying jobs in industry — 
do, and those who can't — throw 
together some notes and some 
multiple - choice questions and 
become teachers 

College should be a 
stimulating, challenging ex- 
perience to even the most cerebral 
of students. It's a sad fact, that 
more than 80 percent of my former 
teachers have ‘challenged” their 
students on test days by having 
them color in the little elipses on 
scan - trons forms 


‘The first guy who 
falls asleep during my 
lecture has to come 
up here and try to 
keep me awake.’ 


The reason for a multiple - 
choice test, said one former 
professor of mine (a professor with 
a passion for 10 - page, 80 - ques- 
tion multiple - guess exams) is 
that they take so little time to 
grade. Written tests are superior 
this same professor claimed, but 
professors with four classes of 50 
pupils each cannot possibly grade 
and return them in less than a 
month 

The problem here, notes 
Laurence J. Peter, a psychologist 
in the area of incompetencies, is 
not with too little time or stamina 
for grading. It's incompetence 

A person can be an excellent 
knowledge gatherer and therefore 
a perfect student while earning a 
teaching credential, Peter argues. 
But when it comes to disseminat- 
ing knowledge, the same person 
will fall flat on his or her face 
B..\nning teachers often adopt 
the same boring tecture and tes- 
ting patterns of the professors who 
taught them, he claims. As 
teachers, they have reached their 
levels of incompetency 

The problem of incompetence 
can be disasterous in a schooi 
system because tenure can lock a 
person into a safe job forever. Why 
break your neck working hard at a 
job that no one can take away from 
you? 

One CSUS professor was 
overheard earlier this week joking 
to his class, “The first guy who fails 
asieep during my lecture has to 
come up here and try to keep me 
awake.’ It sounds funny, but it’s a 
serious problem. Some professors 
don't know how to teach anymore, 
and yet they miss the sure - fire 
signals of dozing students and 
empty classrooms that reveal how 
boring they really are 

CSUS President W  Lioyd 
Johns implied in a recent dis- 
cussion that the problem stems 
from a lack of fair pay in education 
We are losing many people to 





higher paying industry jobs, he 
said 

Fortunately, action is being 
taken in the state legislature 


California is pushing for a market 
place salary schedule which would 
offer professors’ earnings equal to 
what could be made in industry 
But even this has drawtacks. It 
could offer chemists and 
biisinesspersons, for example, a 
higher wage while giving those in 
social work and liberal arts lesser 
Py oFrno base at all 
Thus, the problem remains un- 
soived, and CSUS is stuck with 
many boring, unchallenging 
professors who fail to realize their 
incompetencies. One solution 
would be to require professors to 
take summer refresher courses in 
educating every other year, that is, 
if it's not too late to teach an old

‘The left has the capacity 
keep the country in a constant 
state of turmoil, and eventually, to 
break it economically along with 
the extreme right.’ 

Despite the reforms, White said 
the left still enjoys popular su; 
port, particularly the Christian 
Democrats.

He depicted a scenario in which 
the church would renew its offer to 
mediate, which the government 
would accept. The left would ar 
point a surrogate negotiator since

On the surface, Face Vaiue, the first solo album 
from Genesis vocalist/drummer Phil Collins 
appears to be just another bunch of songs lesigned 
to get FM radio airplay, sell alot of albums and make 
some fast bucks 

On closer examination. however. it becomes 
evident that Face Value is rot nearly so superficial 
an effort Despite the bouncy catchy meiodies. the 
lyrics evoke scenes of anger and hurt scenes which 
could only be drawn from personal experience Face 
Value is probably the most emotional statement Phil 
Collins will ever make 

The event which spurred this outpouring of 
emotion, and inspired both this album and Genesis 
last project, Duke, was the breakup of Collins mar 
riage in 1978. The breakup was due mainly to Collins 
spending the bulk of that year touring the world with 
Genesis, which nearly led to the bands destruction 
as well

Softball for the blind takes on a different frequency

Playing softball with the CSUS Recreation and 
Parks Majors Association on April 8 was a lot 
different from what I'd expected. It wasn't an or 
dinary softball game 


They tied a blindfold on me and lead me out to the 
lawn. | was wondering when I'd receive my last 
cigarette when | heard a high - pitched beeping and 
a woman yell, “Swing! 


| swung the bat and heard a biaze of laughter as | 
apparently missed the ball completely. As | waited 
for the next pitch. | faintly heard someone say 

Imagine you re a Canadian | unting a harp seal 

What a sick mind this guy must have. | thought, as 
| made solid contact with the beeping bail. | made it 
safely to the base with the guidance of someone yell 
ing “Base! Base! Base!” next to the base 


Normally we have beeper bases too, but we 
werent able to get the bases for the game today 
said Donna Scott, director of the RPMA 

This game is beeper softball and it's usually 
played with about six fielders and four beeper bases 
The ball is a 16-inch softball with a battery operated 
beeper inside it. The players are usually blind or 
blindfolded, and the games are played with the help 
of people with sight 


The pitcher and catcher are sighted, so the pit 
ches will be sent straight to the batter The catcher 
tells the batter when to swing, and sighted people in 
the outfield heip the blind or blindfolded fieiders find 
the bail. if the batter makes it to the base before the 
ball is retrieved he is safe 

The fielders in the game resemble shaggy dogs 
who have lost sight of a bail bounced out to them 
The fieiders craw! around on their hands and knees, 
hunting for the bali 


For all their recreational value, the beeper balls 
do have a couple of faults. The balis are a bit fragile 
A sharp swat from a bat can stop beepers. This 
happened at the RPMA game in which | participated 

Another fault is that the special batteries go dead 
after a couple of hours of play 
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Scott said the HPMA got their beeper balls fron
